He remembered that BRAVOS had originally 

put up $20,000 in cash and was Suppoped to have received 

70 shares of stock which, along with nd 

15 shares each, equaled the 100 shares authorized, He recalled 

that later the capitalization had been carried at $19,000, 

that BRAVOS had been credited with $1,000 as a loan, and that 

only 95 shares of stock were outstanding at the time Atlantic 

was sold. He could not remember why this was done, what 


happened to the other five shares, or any other details of 
the transaction, 


further advised that photographs of: 
NICK BRAVOS had been.shown to officials of the Atlantic 
Overall Supply Company, Detroit, Michigan, however, none 
had been able to identify NICK BRAVOS as being associated 
with his brother, GEORGE, in any of the above described 
transactions. 
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On November 19, 1962, CG T-5 advised with respect 
to the A-1 Industrial Uniform Company, Incorporated, that 
he heard rumors in the laundry industry in Chicago that this 
company was set up as a "sham" for out of town interests who 
did not want to identify themselves. 


CG T-5 speculated that the[ | | brothers of 
Detroit, Michigan, might be behind the new laundry company. 
He also nNeard that there were rumors in the ChiGago laundry 
industry that Chicago hoodlums who several years ago were 
tied up with the Industrial Garment Service (IGS) were now 
running the A-1 Industrial Uniform, Ine.  He.advised that 
a Chicago hoodlum, FRED EVANS, who formerly ran the IGS, 
had been killed in gangland fashion in an alley behind 
his place of business. He advised that at that time it 
was commonly thought in the industry that EVANS represented 
bigger hoodium interests in Chicago and he, for some reason, 
was deposed. After E¥YANS was killed the IGS was sold by 
his wife to legitimate interests who are still operating.it. 
He advised, however, that the accounts that were originally 
acquired by FRED EVANS and his organization were now being 
taken away by the A-1 Industrial UnifoZm, Inc. He advised 
that in other words the old FRED EVANS accounts were being 
pirated away from the IGS by the individuals running A-1. | 


| He further advised that one NENNEN, 
former salesman With IGS was now one of the top saiésme 


With A-1, further supporting his contention that this new 
company is nothing more than a revival of hoodlum interests 
in the industrial lanudry business in Chicago. | 


T-5 advised that he had only lost one stop to 
date, a Standard gas station at the corner of Addison and 
Western,  T-5 advised that[ ^ ^ ^ ^ ]told him that he 
inquired of the individual in this Standard gas station 
why he changed to A-1, to which the operator of the gas 
Station replied that the driver for A-1 was a friend of his 
and further that he "might be able to do something with the 
union", No further explanation was given. 
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CG T-5 advised with respect to his inquiry with 
other members os the industrial laundry industry he learned 
that there was no strong arm | methods being used to his 
knowledge by A-1 and no coercion but rather A-1 was acquiring 
many accounts which in effect were businesses run by people 
. with hoodlum connections in Chicago. He advised that these 
customers in turn would recommend to friends of theirs that 
they should take from A-1 rather than a present service they 
have + ' 


CG T-5 said that he expected that in the” future 
he would hear, more regardingA-l using their union affiliation 
to secure additional business.  T-5 advised that rumors in 
the industry were that people running A-1 were well connected 
with the Laundry Workers Union, the Teamsters and the Mechanics 
Union, | 


T-5 further advised that the people running A-1 
must have excellent credit or huge amounts of cash at their 
disposal to set up an industrial laundry operation such as 
they are running capital equipment is very expensive in this 
business and judging from the size of the business, T-5 
estimated that at least $150,000 to $200,000 would be needed 
to start such a business. 


He further advised that such a cash outlay would be 


utterly ridiculous unless the company had.some pretty firm methods 


of securing money customers, Due to the low profit margin on 
each account there must be a vast number of accounts to make 
such a business pay. 


T-5 also advised that another employee of A-l, one 
erly with Clean Overhaul Supply Company. 
Apparently is acting as Production Manager for 
A-1 and is about the only individual who is real familiar 
with the laundry business. He advised at present A-1 is 
directing a good portion of their sales after the automobile 


dealers in the Chicago area and at present are putting considerable), 


pressure on this type of business and causing many of the old 
laundry companies to lose a considerable amount of business. 
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CG T-6 advised on November 19, 1962, that he had 
learned through sources available to him in the industry that 
A-1 Industrial Uniform Company, Inc. had recently organized 
and were introducing considerable competition,in the industry. 

He advised that his firm had lost only one stop so far, that 
- being a tavern at 4700 Sheridan Road, Chicago, Illinois. He 
advised that with respect to the organization of A-1 that one 
of the Chicago New and Used Laundry Equipment Company, 
owns the building at 1217 North Oakley and is apparently 
renting to A-1. 


He further advised that the former occupant of the 
building, Superior Laundry, is still in existence but have 
moved their facilities to a new plant on Kedzie Street in 
Chicago, He advised that the Supreme Laundry was simply 
& linen supply but did not engage in industrial business 
to his knowledge. 


He further advised that A-1 is being run, according 
to rumor in the industry, by "Greek boys" who are connected 
with Chicago hoodlums. He advised that Roscoe Overall 
service, Inc., as well as IGS, has lost a lot of accounts 
due to A-1 entering the business. He advised that the linen supply 
business is generally clearly divided by the industrial linen 
Supply and regular linen used by restaurants, taverns, etc. 
Apparently A-1 is engaging in both types of business which is 
highly unusual. He advised with respect to pressure that it 
would be extremely difficult to apply pressure in his opinion 
to small accounts, however, large industrial firms would be 
Susceptible to pressure if an industrial linen supply company 
was connected with a powerful union. He advised with respect 
to uniforms, towels, linen, etc., most of these articles are 
bought through Chicago firms who in turn have them shipped 
from the southern states of Alabama, Georgia and Louisiana. 

He advised that rumor had it that the A*1 was in some way 
connected with individual who backed the old IGS, whose 
president, FRED EVANS, was killed in gangland fashion. Rumor 
in the industry also reflected that the old IGS had powerful 
connections with tHe Mechanics Union and through these contacts 
and hoodlum political contacts were able to secure many 
lucrative contracts with municipal parking lots and automobile 
agencies. He advised that the reason for EVANS!’ death was 
never clearly ascertained, however, EVANS' wife eventually 
sold the company to legitimate interests and, of course, tha 
accounts which EVANS had accumulated went with the company. 
Now, however, there are rumors to the effect that A-1 is 
taking these accounts away from IGS. 
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On December 13, 1962, CG T-6 advised that he 
had recently heard through rumor in the industrial laundry 
industry that, A-1 has been acquiring numerous accounts 
among the automobile dealerships in Chicago. He advised 
that Susk Pontiac, Epsteen Pontiac and Steven Mitchell 
automobile agency, all of whom are suspected by people 
in the laundry industry to be connected with hoodlum 
interests in Chicago, apparently have led' the way 
toward A-1 acquiring numerous accounts among automobile 
dealers in Chicago, SUSK, EPSTEEN and MITCHELL*set the 
pattern for a large majority of the other automobile 
dealers in Chicago in order to avoid any trouble. 





T-6 also advised that he has recently heard that 
a business agent from the Meat Drivers Union was making calls | 
with A-1 Industrial Uniform, Inc. salesmen in an effort to 
send up many of the meat packing houses.in Chicago. He advised 
he would attempt to attain the name of this individual and 
any accounts he may have helped solicit for A-1. 
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On December 19, .1962, CG T-6 advised that he had 
recently learned that one £ Local 710, Meat 
Drivers Union, Chicago, I nois, ha een going around 


with one of the A-1 salesmen and introduced this individual 
as a friend of his. T-6 advised that he knew of two specific 
accounts which[ ]visited with an A-1 salesman.

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CG T-7 advised on November 19, 1962, that he had 
learned through individuals associated with the industrial 
laundry industry in Chicago that a NICK and GEORGE BRAVOS 
had recently started up the A-1 Industrial Uniform Company, 
Inc. From rumors he had heard the BRAVOS brothers are 7 
Strictly "muscdé" and individuals associated with the 2t x 
hoodlum element,in Chicago. He advised that rumor also reflected - 
that A-1 would éoncentrate their activities with automobile ' n 
agencies, trucking companies and gas stations as well'as bars 
and taverns. That was supposedly for good contacts with the 
Teamsters, Laundry and Mechanics in Chicago. 


T-7 advised that Awl is apparently just like the 
old IGS when FRED EVANS ran it. He advised that FRED EVANS 
represented hoodlum interests in the industrial laundry industry | 
in Chicago until the time he was killed in gangland fashion mE 
several, years ago. He advised that EVANS' widow sold the firm 
to the Cleveland Overall Company, a legitimate organization. . 
He advised, however, that when IGS was under the direction of 
FRED EVANS it was strictly a "muscle" operation as well as 
a firm which utilized its hoodlum and hoodlum-political ID 
contacts to acquire business. He advised that after the IGS 
was sold, members of the industry expected hoodlums to re-enter 
the industry and now most of the legitimate industrial 
laundry operators feel that A-1 is that business. 


ed that Superior Linen Company, run byL |] 
and supposedly was connected at one time with 
MURRAY "The Camel" HUMPHREYS, He advised that this organization 
is strictly a linen and towel business with customers in 
the nightclub area o£ Chicago as well as restaurants and hotels 
in the business distriqt. He advised that most people in the 
linen supply business in Chicago simply do not bother to 
solicit any accounts which Superior Linen services, He advised 
it was "common knowledge" that it was best not to fool around 
with these operators. He advised that this is one facet of 
the linen business, that being the section of the business which 
Simply handles restaurants, taverns, hotels, etc. He advised 
that the other part of the business and that which acquaires 
heavier equipment and more expensive equipment is the.industrial 
laundry service, which launders uniforms and industrial towels, 
He advised that A-1 is concentrating on the industrial business, 
however, also handles some of the other type business, as well, 
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i pect to the organization of A-1, he advised 
that one of the Chicago New and Used Laundry Equipment 
Company, owns ithe building in which A-l operates. He advised 
that the old Supreme Laundry which used to occupy the premises. 
at 1217 Okaley simply moved to er location and is still 
in business. He advised that C Japparently rents. the 
premises at 1217 Oakley to A-1 and undoubtedly has sold them 
a large portion of their laundry equipment. 


He further advised that the BRAVOS brothers are 
loaded with money and apparently pay cash for everything. In 
one instance, T-7 learned that FNU 
of Supreme Laundry, had entered into a deal with the BRAVOSs 
that Supreme would sell a boiler for $13,000 to A-1 rather 
than move it to their new location. apparently approached 
GEORGE BRAVOS and asked him when he was to get paid and 
apparently pressed the matter whereupon GEORGE BRAVOS gave him 
$7,000 cash and a $6,000 check written on the Consumers Bank. 
He further advised that with respect to A-1's inventory, such 
as towels, overalls, etc., that all of this overall was shipped 
to A-1 on a COD basis. He advised that an inventory of this 
type is actually worth thosands of dollars. 


He advised that Universal Garment Company is 
apparently. supplying a lot of the inventory to A-1 and most 
of these garments and towels are shipped from the southern 
part of the United States. He advised that the industrial 
laundry business is very expensive to get into. Capital 
equipment is a tremendous expense and T-7 said that judging 
from the size of the A-1 plant, it would require better than 
a half of million dollars.in investment to get such a business 
off the ground.

CG T-8 advised on November 21, 1962, that with 
respect to the A-1 Industrial Uniform Company, Inc., that 
in his opinion, based on things he had heard among 
individuals in the laundry industry in Chicago that A-l —— 
is simply a replacement for the old Industrial Garment 
Service (IGS) which was headed by FRED EVANS. He advised 
that after EVANS was killed in gangland fashion, it was 
thought that hoodlum interests were out of the laundry 
industry in Chicago with the exception of Superior Laundry 
in which it was rumored that MURRAY_"The Camel" HUMPHREYS 
had an interes He advised that[ ^ ^ ^  ]is an. 
ex-employee of and is now working for 4-1 
as manager of the inside operation. From all T-8 could 
learn, this is one of the few people employed who actually 
know anything about the laundry business of have had any 
experience in it. 





He advised that 4-1 moved into its present location 
only about two months ago and already is oxerting considerable 
influence in the Chicago area, particularly in respect to 
automobile dealers. He advised that is is particularly 
interesting that A-l is taking over many of the IGS accounts 
and there are apparently two ex-salesmen of IGS who are now 
employed by À-1. 


. T8 theorized that A-l is simply taking back the 
budiness which FRED EVANS had acquired for the IGS through his 
hoodlum contacts years ago. 


To8 advised that he has also heard there is unlimited 
money behind the individuals running A-1 and also an unlimited 
amount of inventory. He advised that over and above the purchase 
of capital equipment needed to run the business, there must 
be at least $50,000 to $60,000 in inventory available to 
conduct their business. He has heard that there is "Greek" 
money behind the enterprise and many individuals in the 
industry figure that there is hoodlum money invested in this 
enterprise. He advised that he has lost some business, however, 
no one has made any accusations that pressure of any typé was 
used, 
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He advised that he had recently heard that 
Hoekstra Overhaul and Laundry Supply Company, 515 Bast 


108th Street, South Holland, lost an ac 
Varnish Company, 900 West 49th Street. 
Was overheard saying that they lost this account an 


indicated that he knew the background of one of the men 
who owned the Martin Varnish Company and that this 
individual was connected with the hoodlums in the 
Chicago area and that in all probability he lost the 
account due to the fact that the Martin Varnish Company 
was connected with the hoodlums., 


T-8 advised that he had lost the 5th Avenue 
Auto Sales, 3400 West 5th Avenue, and also about a half 
of dozen gas stations in the Chicago area. 


T-8 advised that one of his accounts, Milo Brooks 
Ford, indicated that they had been approached by someone 
at A-1 and the story he heard indicated that the Parts 
and Service Manager was advised that if A-1 service was 
not used, some of the windows might get broken. He advised, 
however, that he had heard the above conversation third 
hand and could not be absolutely sure of the reliability 
of it. 


He further advised that he had heard that the 
individuals who own A-1 had previously owned a laundry 
company in Florida, which they sold and that the money 
they received as profit may he part of what is invested 
in A-l, He advised that an interesting situation exists 
in the industrial laundry business in that new business is 
extremely hard to develop due to the extreme competition 
in the industry. He advised that there is an axiom in the 
industry to the effect that it is "cheaper to buy a business 
than to build it". With this axiom in mind, he advised that 
the dollar volume of sales is used as a figure on which to 
base the selling price of a company. He advised that the 
price renges between $40 to $70 to $1.00 of gross sales. 

He advised that at present the going rate in Chicago is 
$60.00. He advised, for example, if a corporation could 

go from zero to $10,000 gross sales, they could conceivably 
sell the company at that point for $600,000, half of which, 
of course, would not be declared due to capital gains 
Situtation, 
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Many individuals suspected that this was what 
EVANS was trying to do with the IGS, however, for some 
reason he was killed before the company was sold. He 
advised that the gross sales figures is based on the 
gross sales per week. 


Obviously, if connections, political, hoodlum, 
or otherwise, could be used to run up a large gross sale 
figure in a short period of time, a limited investment 
could reap vast profits. Many individuals feel that 
this may be primary reason for A-l's entrance into the 
business, particularly in view of the fact that he heard 
that he individuals running A-1 had recently sold an 
industrial laundry in Florida at a huge profit and then 
entered the same type business in Chicago. 


He further advised that he heard rumors to the 
effect that the aevi brothers who own the Cadillac 
Overall Supply Company in Detroit, who had purchased the 
business in Florida, which is operated by the same 
individuals now operating A-1, were either supplying 
uniforms or money to A-l. He advised that there was 
sufficient word around to lead him to believe t there 
must still be some connection between te[ | 
Cadillac Overall Supply Company and AÀ-1. o advise 
that with respect to IGS, after EVANS was killed his wife 
attempted to run the business, however, was unsuccessful 
and decided to sell it. It was eventually sold to the 
Cieveland Overall Company, 1768 East 25th Street, 

Cleveland, Ohio, a legitimate concern, for a sum approximating 
$1,800,000, He advised that this figure was based on gross 
sales. He advised he mentioned this to give some indication 
of the scope and amounts of money involved in such dealings. 
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CG T-8 advised on December 5, 1962, th&t he had 
lost the following stops to À-1 Industrial Uniform, 
Incorporated:

CG T-9 advised on November 19, 1962, that his firm 
had lest nine accounts due to competition by A-l Industrial 
Uniform, Incorporated. He advised that he had no information 
pertaining to the individuals operating this company and 
had no information which would indicate that any methods 
other than regular competition was used to secure these 
accounts. He advised that the uniforms and towels which 
are generally used in the industrial laundry business are 
all manufactured in the southern states particularly in 
the state of Georgia. He advised that the industrial 
laundry business is an extremely expensive business to get 
into requiring thousands of dollars for equipment and almost 
as much invested in inventory in order to service accounts. 
He advised that the following accounts were lost recently 
to competition from the A-1 Industrial Uniform, Incorporated:

CG T-8 was recontacted on December 17, 1962, and 
advised that the Industrial Garment Service had been hit 
harder than any of the other industrial companies in the 
industry. He advised that it was unusual that none of 
his former customers could be talked out of the service 
or induced in any way to return to his firm. He advised 
that he has heard throughout the industry that the same 
was true by accounts lost by other firms to the A-1 
Industrial Uniform, Incorporated. 


CG T7 advised on December 17, 1962, that he 
had heard information in the industry that a NICK and 
GEORGE BRAVOS were behind the A-1 Industrial Uniform, 
Incorporated, and that they were the people that were 
originally behind the Industrial Garment Service although 
their names were never directly linked to this organization. 
He advised his firm had not lost any other accounts but 
indicated that Industrial Garment Service has been hard 
hit by competition on the part of A-1 Industrial Uniform, 
Incorporated. 


CG T-9 was recontacted om December 17, 1962, and 
advised that his firm had lost a few more accounts to 
A-l Industrial Uniform, Incorporated; however, the reason 
given by most accounts is that the individuals running 
À=} Industrial Uniform, Incorporated, were friends of theirs 
and in no way was any kind of coercion or mustle tactics 
mentioned. 


CG T-10 advised on November 19, 1962, that he 
had heard through individuals in the industrial laundry 
industry that two hoodlum connected individuals named 
GEORGE and NICK BRAVOS had entered the industrial laundry 
business and were operating the A-1 [Industrial Uniform, 
Incorporated at 1217 North Oakley. He advised further 
that he had heard that these individuals had unlimited 
funds at their disposal and were in & position to use their 
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hoodlum and political connections in the City of Chicago to 
build a rapidly expanding business. He advised that NICK 
and GEORGE BRAVOS had the reputation of being the two 
largest bookmakers in Illinois; however, are now concentrating 
their efforts in the laundry business. He advised that 

he had heard that many of the companies including his 

own had lost a considerable number of stops to A-l 
Industrial Uniform, Incorporated. He stated, however, 

that Industrial Garment Service, the corporation originally 
run by FRED EVANS who was killed several years ago, was 

the hardest hit. in the companies so far. He advised that 
Industrial Garment Service after EVANS' death was sold to 

2 legitimate firm and he had recently learned that some 

of the employees of the old Industrial Garment Service 

were now working for A-1 Industrial Uniform, Incorporated, 
and apparently were attempting to switch old accounts which 
they had originally secured for Industrial Garment Service 
to A-1 Industrial Uniform, Incorporated. 


CG T-10 advised on December 10, 1962, that 
from information he had from the industry that A-1 
Industrial Uniform, Incorporated, was rapidly expanding 
particularly in the industrial laundry business connected 
with automobile agencies in the City of Chicago. He 
advised he had not heard of any pressure or muscle being 
applied; however, most of the accounts were switching 
because of a friendship basis. CG T-10 advised that 
he had met with one individual whose name he refused to 
divulge who advised that he had played golf with SAM 
"MOONEY" GIANCANA in the latter summer during 1962, at 
which time SAM GIANCANA reportedly advised that "will 
be in the laundry business in about one month."
